THEREADER, 

IT is many years (ince, that thds Tragi-comedy of Joan ef 
Hedington came to my hands, when the truth of the fa6^ 
were freffi in memory. However, it is hoped that time has fo 
far buried fome of them in oblivion, that now it may feem a 
fable; and that a murder like that of hanging-up of }oan» 
would never be attempted xo be committed, by a perfon of breed- 
ing, in To polite a town as that of Hedington. 

I have been credibly informed that, foon after its tompoiition^ 
the parts were given out to feveral ingenious perfons for a6^ion. 
But that defign failed, becaufe fome decorations for the flage 
were wanting, and the mufick between the a6ls, which was to 
have been very long, was not fully perfected. I have had inr 
formation likewife that tlie Prologue was not written by the 
Author, or rather Authors, of the Play, but by a perfon of good 
elocution and graceful prefence, who was to have fpoken it j and 
would, by his delivery, have equaled Rofcius, Alieyn «, Bnrbage, 
or Bctterton. 

The Prologues of the Andents were introdu^ory to the Play, 
*and feldom pretended to wit j but gave an account of the Au- 
thor of it, and whether it were of liis own compofure, or a tranf- 
lationj and iniifted moft upon entreaties for the good-nature^ 
jattention, and filence of their audience : 

a Edward Alieyn, founder of Dulwich College, bom Sept. i, 1566, wal 
-in high reputation in X592, as appears from an Epigra^n of Ben Joiifon. 
Haywood calls him — '* Proteus for fhape, and Rofciui for a tongue*** 
fie was one of the original actors in Shakefpeare*s plays, a principal per- 
former in Jonfoo^s; mafler of the Fortune Playhoufe near Whitecrofs- 
iheet, and keeper of the king*s wild beafts. He began to build the College . 
atDulwichin 16 141 which he fioifhed, at the expence of ten tboufand 
f)ounds, in 1617. He met with many difficulties in the eftabliihrneot of 
hit foundation, it being oppofed by lord Bacon j but obtained the royal 
licenfe, Juoq 19, .1621. He died No?. 25, x6^6 i and was burled in his

the Prologue to Phormio : only in the latter he complains that 
'one of their Plays, which was Hecyra, was not fuffered to \tc 
^£ltd, by rcafon of the difturbance and noife of the fpe£kators :

The Prologues of all the Plays pf Terence feem to have bcefi 
written by the Aftors j at Icaft not to have exceeded their cji- 
pacity. In that of Hecyra, the principal Aftor, Lucius Arabiviqs 
Turpio, Upon his own account, entreats their filence, that he 
might be encouraged to ftudy new parts, and purchafe frelh copies 
for thpir diytrfioh :

«* Admit this plea for my fake, and be lilcnt j 
" That otlicr Poets may not fear to writc> 
" That I too may hereafter find it meet 
« To play new pieces bought at my eipenCe <*." 

The Epilogues of the Ancients were of a more concife natur« 
than their Prologues^ and came iip even to a Lacedaemonian bre- 
vity. Thais and Bacchis, or Myiis and Phrygia, the ladies or 
chamber-maids of thofe times. Were not forced to change theit 
cloaths, and after the Play came to regale the audience with an 
Epilogue, not becoming the modefty of their fex. Nor did Lucius 
Ambivius Turpio, or Lucius Attilius Prseneflinus, prefume to 
huSf and threaten their audience, and to throw lightning and 
thunder ampngft them, as has been done in thefe latter ages, and 
been very judiciouily jeflefted on by Mr. Bayes in his ** Rehearfal." 
The Epilogues of three Comedies of Terence, the Eunuchus, 
the Heautontimorumenos, and Phormio, proceed to no farther an 
extent than that of thefe four words, Foi ntaleti et plauMUt 
** Ye, farewell j and clap your hands !'* But tliat of Hecyra 
cunails this exuberance, and is content with two, Fos plaudiUf 
^< Clap your hands " and tliofe of Andria and Adclphi con- 
ilefcend fo fx£ as to have only one, viz. PlatuUu^ ** Clap your 
** hands «.*' 

The 

^ FixMB the two prologues to the ^ Heeyra/* and fome paflages in 
Horace, we may colled that riots, parties, &c. were as common in Rome 
as in England ) and that a Brft night was as terrible, and the town as 
formidable, to Caecilius and Terence, as to the puny authors of our days* 
The high reputation of Ambivius Turpio (the A£(or who fpoke thig 
Prologue, and probably the Manager of the Company) as well as th^ 
cfteem which Tefence had for him, is evident; and We conceive no un> 
favourable idea of the Town-criticks of thofe times, who could liftrn to 
fiich a plea urged by the A€tor, and fo candidly acquiefce in all that he 
faid in his own. commendation. We have feen indeed, and it is to, be 
hoped ihall fee again, an A£ling Manager in our time, to whom modern 
Authors have as much reafon to be partial as Terence to Ambivius ; but, 
though he has helped out many a lame Play wi^h a lively Prologue.^ 
Relieve he would hardly venture to make fuch an addrefs to the publtck 
at this before us. Col a< a h-

The Prologues and Epilogues of our antient Engliih Poet> 
were probably of the like compofitioD, though foroc of them were 
made by the Authors themielves ; but mofb rap upon the fame 
fubje6t. I fhajl proceed no fartlicr ac prefent upon this pointy 
bccaufe I defign a complcat Differtation. concerning all the Pro- 
logues and Epilogues that have come to "my hands, to Ihcw the 
priftine fimplicity of them, and the licentioufnefs tliat has daily 
crept in upon them in fucceeding ages. 

I have been afTured that one of the Authors of this Tragi-* 
comedy ufed often to lay before him the Prologue of Ben Jon- 
fbn to his moft applauded Play, called, <* The Fox ' ;" which 
does not yield to any Comedy of any other nation whatfoever, 
fbr the juftnefs of thought, propriety of expreflion, and the true 
fainting of the chara6ters j and may be faid to be the moft ex- 
cellent, as to the variety of incidents, the fevcral cataftrophe's^. 
and tlie compleat working-up of the whole deiign. The piece 
is what I have thought fitting to lay before the Reader ; it being 
remarkable for die number of the verfe, and the quaintnefs of 
the expreflion^

In my opinion, the moft remarkable pafTages in this Prologue 
may be applied to the Tragi-comedy of " Joan of Hedington." 
For, in the firft place, if a Poet takes care " to mix profit with 
*• pleafure," and endeavours that his " rhime be not empty of 
** reafon," a " little wit" will make his Play " hit,** and gain it a 
dcfervcd fuccefs. In this performance, the main defign is to pro- 
mote an univerfal good, by expofing vice, and fiiewing the 
dangers it leads perfons into, either of lofs of limbs, or life itfelf ; 
and when virtue is the chief aim, all good people will be phafed 
to fee the contrary to it difregarded. And, fince the di£Uon is 
^afy and proper, there is no occafion for points, puns, quibbles, 
old jeils^ or forcod expreifions ; fince our prefentage, like tliat of

AugulElu$9 \% more inclinable to reliih the natural beaotie« of 
Terence^ than the mean pretentions to wit that were ufed by . 
Pl^ntudy.^aijd afterwards exploded by Horace. The Prologue 
goes on, that it was obje^bd to tlie autlior of " The Fox," tliat 
*^ all he wrote was raiUng;" whereas indeed he ** druned all gall 
<* from his ink, and- left only a little fait." So, if perfons will do 
irregular 4fl:tons».it is not a lampoon to tell them of it> and re- 
prove tliem with fome {inartnefs $ and this is fo far from reflec- 
tion, that it fhews |he irregularities of a rery few are discoun- 
tenanced by a larger part, and ought at leafk to ihame thofe decay- 
ing members into a compliance with better examples* When tlie 
Prologue fays, « the Author was not above fite weeks about liis 
** Play ;" f^naechhig might Hkewife be faid of this, that the wott- 
ing h up did not coft fo much time as the birth of an elephant, 
or the produ^^ion of the famous Oration of Ifocrates. Laftly, 
the Prologue takes notice, 

" The lattvs of Time, Place, Perfons, he obferveth, 
*' From no ncedftil fuU he fwcrveth." 
And in this Poem it may be remarked, that, notwithilanding the 
ihortnefs of it, it flill keeps up to the rulg of Horace : 
Neve mhfort neufit qumt9 produSior A&u 
Fahula, qioepofd vult, itJpeQaia reponi. Ars Poet. ver. 189. 
Which is, . . 

" The Play which you delign (hould often pleafe, 
<< Mufl hare Five A£is, and neither more no^fs." 

Mr. Creech's Tranilation.' 
Then as to thc//«r# of tlie a£Uon, I have feen none (except ** The 
** Adventures of Five Hours 8," and fome few Tragedies in imita- 
tion of the French) tliat can come near it ; for the whole fpacf 
of time does not fecm in probability to be of greater extent than 
that of Maftef Cliurchwarden*s fetching up the cows, and 
his wiTc's milking them. The place for the performance of 
ttie a£^ion is comprehended in the fmall vicinage of Hedington, 
in which ftieet eveiv body fees every body, and every body knows 
every thing* There is no running from thence to Cowley, fo to 
Hinkfby, and tlicn back to Mar{lon> as we have parallel inftanccs 
in mod of ShakeiCpeare*s Tragedies. Then for the manners of the 
perfons, they are entirely carried on throughout : Mother Harris 
and Mother Franklin do not talk lite Mr. Cole; nexthep. do .

SCENE, HEDINGTON. 

Timi of A^ioM, from, bringing up Mr, Cburciwardiu*s CovfSp tm 
tbs end of mifiing tbem, 

I muil confefs, that I have been fomething negligent as to die 
Chronology of the Play, and the year when the tragical attempc 
was made upon Joan of Hedington. But a learned perfon WAfi^ 
eaiily compute it ; for it was two years after the hlazing-lhir, and 
four months, feven days, twenty minutes, ajid fifteen /econds^ 
after the grcat cudgel- playing at Cowley wake, which is tho 
Olympiad of that country, where John Pafmore of Hedingtoa 
won the hat and feather ; and when this is fettled, it will be eafj|^ 
to find the names of the Churchwardens ; but whether the Churdi* 
warden here mentioned were the upper or the lower one, will 
remain a difficulty for Crlticks to determine ; which I ihould be 
proud to do, if I had a convenient opportunity. 

I have no certain account what became of Mr. Pindar ; but^ 
If the rafhnefs of his attempt were not alleviated hy the impa- 
ticncy of liis friendfhip, according to poetical juflice, he fljioulii 
not go unpunifhed. Mr.. Cole had no otlier than honourable de« 
figns ; and, having -afterwards married Mrs. Frances Harris, re- 
tired into the country, where they pafTed their time eafiiy, with % 
moderate fortune. 

As for Clerkenwell and Atfon, in prol>ability they would go 
Southward ; but, as tlicy were good-for-nothing perfons, fo nei^ 
thcr is it of much concern what became of tliem. 

Mother Slicphard and Mother Franklin continued many year% 
in tlieir honefl calling, and one of them may be alive fliU ; for ^ 

hai(C 
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have not as yet any account of their Epitaphs, which I generally 
collet from all parilhes once in ten years. 

Joan of Hedington, whether by the bruifes ihe might have re" 
ceivcd in the flruggle ihe made for die laft efforts of life (as will 
i^ppcar in' the Play, when flic, was tied to the beam by Pindar), 
or by the concern ihe might have for the affront ihe had received 
after having lived fo long in the neighbourhood, or being agitated 
by the Furies^ ran diilra£ked> and in that violent condition dif*' 
clofed the fecret tranfa£lions of her life ; but undoubtedly what 
ihe then delivered was like a fick .woman's dream, inconMent 
with itfelf, incoherent in its parts, and a mixture of fome grounds 
of truth, veiled with a cloud of fabulous inventions, raifed from 
an irregular imagination : fo that no great obfervation could be 
made from what ihe faid. However, it gave occaiion to a Poem, 
called '' Joanna Furens ;** which, being a rhapfody of Latin and 
** Engliib, came but to few hands, and has fmce periflicd. 

Having been already longer than 1 at fird deiigned,. I ibalt 
make my remarks upon the Play much ihorter than I would have 
done otherwife. 

Revenge and Frieridlhip arc two great bafes upon which a Play 
may be built ; and tliey apparently have the predominance in this 
Interlude, The provocation, the injury, the thirft after revenge, 
and the accomplifhment of it, and that by the help oi friendjbip^ 
run through tlie whole contexture. 

The Drama is opened by Mother Shephard and Mr. Church*^ 
warden, two grave perfons ,• as is that of the Adclphi in Terence : 
Senej qui primi venient, hi partem aperient : 
In agendo partem oftendent, 
" Part the old hicn, who firft appear, will open 5 
" Part will in aft be Ihewn." 
Mltio and Demea, the two brothers, were in the firft Scene to 
^ifplay their own charafters, and to continue them throughout. 
So Mrs, Shephard, in the firft Scene, declares her diflike to vice \ 
and, having been an exaft obferver of the whole tranfaftion, 
concludes the Play witli a very remarkable and ufeful piece of 
morality. 

It has been objefted to this Play, that the Scene between Mother 
Harris and Joan of Hedington has too much freedom of language, 
which they are pleafed to term fcolding. But to this it may be- 
^fwercd, tliat both of them prcfcrve their charactcrr, for ill 

words 
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words will follow ill deeds ; tnd it may be further faidy that, io 
tlie Tragedies of the Antients, hoch Greek and Latiiiy there are 
example? of greater intemperance in fpeech, fcolding imprecations, 
ai^d ill lapguage | and that thefe perfons fpeak more like Prinoelles 
than Medea or Hecuba. In Terence's Andria, the fcolding fcene 
hetween Myiis and Davus is the mofl artificial of all that Comedy« 
which, though not the wittiefl, is efteemed one of the moft nicely 
wrought pieces of that Author. The whole turn of the Play de- 
pends upon it 3 and Davus (ver. 80 1) cofxiiqcnds l>imfelf for it, ifi * 
thefe words : 

Paulum intirijfi cenfesy tx ammo omnt^t 
Vtfert uaturat facias, an de iftdjtftrid f 
" Is there then 
*^ No difference, think you, whether all you fay

HAVING hadfome intimacy ^th Horace, tnd likewifc an 
acquainUDce with fcveral of the Fellows of Trinity College, 
I have been fo carious as to collet fbme particulars concerning 
his flay and behaviour at that place ; where he lay indeed, and 
eat and drank at the Mailer's lodge ; but his apartment war mag- 
nificently fitted up, and his entertainment profufely provided for, 
at the cc^ of the Fellows and Scholan. He declared often, that 
his mind had prefaged to him that he ihould copnc intp Great 
Britain, from the very time he wrote the Thirty-fifth Ode of his 
Firft Book, to Fortune, where he implores her to preferve C%far 
in his journey and voyage to Britain : 
O Drva, gratum qiue regis Antium, 
Pr^fens n/el imo toUere de gtadu 
Mortale corpus, *velfuperbos 
Ferter^fumribm tritimptosticc, 
** Great Goddefs, Antium*s guardian power^^ 
« Whofc force is ftrpng and qvtick to raifc • 
" The lowcft to the higheil place ; 
' ** Or, with a wondrovis fall, 

*« To bring the haughty lower, 
*' And turn proud triumphs tp a funeral, &f" C^E E c |i, 
Serves iturum Cafarem in uhimes

Mr. Creech, who had tranllated his Works, was the fame perfon 
\yho had tranfl^ted Lucretius, he had a great veneration for him, 
for having, as far ats in him lay, propagated the Epicurean prind- 
p!es : for Hotace hid always a bent to that Philofophy rathicr 
^han any other, notwithllanding his pretended reciintation, \yfaieli 
lie publiflied in tlic Thirty-fourth Ode of his Firft Book, 
Parcus Deorum cultor, it infrequens^ 
lufanientis dikm fapientia 

Confultus erro : nunc re&or/um 
Fela darif atque iHrare curjus 

f* J, that but feldom did adore, 
f* I Chat no God but Pleafure knew, 
f« Whilfl: mad Philofophy did blind, 
" And Epicuriis fobl'd my mind, 
" Muft keep that impious courfe no more, 
f* But turn my fails and ftecr anew." 
He pretended to have been converted by a clap of thunder, or 
fiSgrhaps took the advice of a grave perfon, whofc maxim it is, 

"that 
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*' that a man fhould have the face of reh'gion, for it would do 
' ** him fcrvicc in the world." But I ijevcr heard that Horace, 
whilft in College, "kept Chapel <l" himfclf; but that he has 
hindered other perfons from minding Divinity, which fhould 
have been their proper fludy, rather than to find out que*s, and 
aiqui's, and vers, and nec's, and neque's, at the expcnce of a 
thoufand pounds a year and upwards, deflgncd for much better 
ufes than to corre6t an old Latin Song- book, not to fay worfe of 
it, notwithftanding all the graces and beauties of its language. 

During his flay, he took every opportunity to recommend drink- 
ing and pleafurc.* Was it Spring-time, that was mod' proper : 
Soli/kur acris Hyems grata vice reris, et Favoni s 
* Trabutttque ficcoi macbina carinas : 
At neque jam fiabulis gaudet pecus, aut arator igni, 

Necprata canis albicant pruinis, Od# I. iv. 

And therefore, as Mr. Creech fays, he advifes his Friend to live 
merrily : 

" Sharp Winter melts, Favonius fpreads his wing, 

** A pleafing change, and bears the Spring : 
" Dry Ihips drawn down from flocks now plow the main, 

** And fpread their greedy fails again : 
<* Nor flails the ox, nor fires the clown, delight ; 
** And fields have lofl their hoary white." 

For, according to this Author, the Spring makes him thirfly; 
• and he auributes his defure of liquor more to the feafon, tlian his 
own inclination :

I 
cannot -tell upon what account ; ^buc this Ode happened to be (b 
unfortunate as to be one of them.

Horace was refolred to keep up the good cuftom in Englanif, 

though it was after fomcthing a different way from what he ufcd 

to do at Rome. A friend of his^ coming into his chamber on 

the Calends of March y which is more generally known by the 

Title of " St.'David*s-day,*' found htm very complaifant to the 

feafon. Inflead of his Tcffcl of oM nvine, he was very plentifully^ 

^provided with a cru^ of ff^eljb ale ; inflead of -the^^* flowers «hac 

♦* ufed to crown his^ head," he had .got ap.rodi^cxjifly over-grown 

5 leek 
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leek in his hnt ; afid the *' thankful fwcets" were ttitcft more 
faiisfa^nrily fupplied with the odour of a dozen of warm crufls 
aud d whole cheefe toaftiiig before the fire. 

He? w^s of a flattering temper j and there was no trufting to 
ktti.r or any prrfon that, belonged to hun. He tiiac promifes 
«wrer-mach is fure to perform notldng. At one time no peifon 
was fo irrcit with him as Maecenas, as we fee by the Seventeenth 
Ode of liis Second Book, where he takes an horrible oath, that 
Ik^ will atTuEcdly ** die tlie fame day with Maecenas j" find that 
jpothing (hould part them, not even the " breath of the fire- 
♦^fpirting Chimara," nor the forces of "the hundred-handed 
•* Gyas :" but there was nothing of all tliis (as well as fomc 
other thingj^) to be depended oil. 

As he grew daily more unvveildy, fo he fell into the Dutch 
h£ilon i and . was extremely plcafed with a Book I had then by 
me, but is (ince loft, which was an Edition of his Odes and 
'Bpodes, in a fair chara6ler, with a tranflation on the other fide 
inta Dutch profe. It might be very elegant foraught I know, 
being not much converfant in that language; all that I can 
lemember of it is,

fo that* the fellows made a public complaint.' They thought 
they were not obliged to pay for Horace's maintenance, wliilft 
he was recruiting himfelf with fome f&w -emendations of his 
work. They alledgpd, " That if any Bencfaftor, Fanner, or out* 
•* lying Officer of the College, be invited to the table of the 
" Mafter, Major Fellows, or Scholars, the College is to b^ar the 
.•* charge j but, if the Mafter, or any Member of the College, 
** invite any clfe, he muft pay the College the value of the dinner 
.«'orfuppcr»." 

The. entertainment of fuch a gveft as Horace ran the College 
so great cxpcncc, and the Mafter to great extravagance in hiii 
.ikmuids from the Fellows.

"^ Dr. Bentley, who was appointed in after of Trinity College^ by king 
lYilliam, in 1700, to refiore difcipline and learning in that College, 
endeavoured It to* an eminent degree, proceeding up to the bottom fteoi 
very dired^ly, and examining every candidate for fcholarfhips and fel- 
lowihips thoroaghly, and feemed as nearly as poffible to haire given every 
one the place he really deferved ; but at an election for fellow/hips^ 
about 1703 or 1704, he ventured/sr once onfy,Zi he faid, " to recede from! 
" that exceltent rule, Daur Digniffimo, *' in favour of Mr. Stubbs, nephew 
to the vice-lnaQer. Thus; fays Mr. Whifton, '* hehroke in upon his 
** integrity, and I think he never after returned to it.** He carried mat- 
ters with fo high a hand in the government of thia college, that, iii 
1709, a complaint was brought againft him, before Dr. John Moore^ 
biihop of Sly, as vilitor, by feveral of the fellows, who, in order ta 
have him removed from the mafterfhlp, charged him with embezzling 
the public money, and other mifdemeanours. In anfwer to this, he pre- 
fented a defence to the Biihop, which was publiihed in 1 7 10, under the 
* title of-** The prefent State of Trinity College,** 8vo. 5 and thus began 
a lading quarrel, which, having the nature of a heilum intefib7um, waa 
carried' on, like other civil wars, with the moft virulent animofity on 
each fide, till, after above twenty years continuance, it ended at laft in the' 
I>odor*8 favour. There is a lar^ account of this difpute, and a IxA of the 
feverii books written about it,, in the ** Biographia Britannica.**

fippearancc, when open abounds with all forts of variety j which 
.1 cannot better refcmblc than to the Fjfth A6t of one of our 
modern Cgmedies'. J^eft Montetby yinegarfTalieJpny and BoJJiiy 
fliould bp taken fpr diftes of rarities; it may be known, that

I hope it wiU not he taken ill by the Wits, that I call my 
Cooks by the title of ingenious; for I cannot imagine why Cooks 
nmy not be as well read as any other perfons. I am fare their 
a^mtices^ of late years, have had very great opportunities of 
iodprovement ; and men of the ilril pretences to. literature have 
Iven very liberal, and fent in their contributions very largely. 
They* have been very ferviceable botli to /pit and ovtH \ and for 
thefe twelve months' pa6:» whilft Dr. Wotton with his <* Modern 
•* Learning'' was defending fjt^crufi from fcorching, his dear 
tlfiend Dr* Bentley, with his " Phalaris," has been finging of 
e^QHs. Not that this was occafioned by any fuperfluity or tc^ 
dioufnefs of their writings, or mutual commendations ; but it; 
vas foiind out by fome worthy patriots, to make tlie labours of 
the Pw9 D^porjf as far as poilible, to become ufeful to the 
l^ublick. 

Indeed Cookery has an iuftuence upon mens a6;ions even in 
the highert ftations of human life. The great Pliilofopher Pytha- 
goras, in his *• Golden Verfcs," Oiews himfelf to be extremely 
mce in eating, when he makes it one of his chief principles of 
moUUty to .ab^aih from bions. The noblelV foundations of 
honour, juftice, and integrity, were found to lye hid in tarkips j 
as appears in tliat great Dictator, Cincinnatus, who went from 
jlie plough to tlie command of the Roman army ; and^ having 
brought home vi£l:6r} , retired to liis cottage : for,^ when the 
Samnit^ ambafTadors c^me thither to him, with a large bribe, 
4Lhd fdkand.biuidre^ng turnips iot his repaft, they immcdiacely 
feturned with tliis fentencc, ** That it was i.mpollible to prevail 
•* upon liim that could be contented with luch 2^ /upper". Igi 
^ort, tl>ere are no honorary appellations but what may be made 
ufe of to Cooks i for I tind throughout tlie wholtf race of Charr 
lemaigne, that the Great Cook of the Palace was one of tlie 
prime miniflers of ilate, and conductor of armies : fo true is that 
•maxim of Paulas iEmilius, aftbr his glorious expedition into 
Greece, when he was to entertain the Roman People, '* that

Mr. Bcttcrton », in •* The Libertine ^/* has fct very 
gravely with the leg of a chicken : but I have (een Jacomo very 
merry., and eat very heartily of peafe and buttered eggs under 
jhe table. The Hoft, in " The Villain*," who carries tablcH 
ibols, furniture, and provifions, all about him, gives great con- 
iXent to the fpe£btors, when from the crown of his lut he pru«

J take it) in '' The RehearfaV with her wine in her fpear, and 
tier pye in her helmet ; and the Cook that (lobbers his beard 
iwith fack poflct, in « The Man's tlic MafterX;" have, in my 
opinion, made the moft divening pan of the aAion.

Juvenal fpends a whole Satire about the. ^ricjB 
and drefling of a tingle fifli, with the Judgement of the Roman 
Senate «oncermng ir. Thus, whether fer ious or jocofe, good eating 
is made the fubje£k and ingredient of poetical entertainments* 

I think ali Poets agree tliat Epifodes are to^ be interwoven in 
their Poems with the greatefl nicety of art ; and fo it is the fame 
jching at a good taMe : ami yet I hzvt feea a very good Epifode 
{give me leave to call it fo^ made by fending out the leg of a 
^•oTe, or the gizzard ot a turkey, to he broiled : though I know 
that Criticks with a good flomach have been offended that the

There are 'fdnie a<i-* 
tnirftbie Remarks in the Annotations' to the Second Chapte^/ 
tonceching die Dialogue of Afcllius Sabinus, who introduces t 
iombat Ijctwetfi Muflirooms, Chats or Bfcnjkv'f, Oyfters, and Red-^ 
wings, a Work that ought to be publifeed? for th^ fame An* 
notatof obfcrves, that this Ifland is not dcftitute -of Redwings,* 
though ooraing to us only in tlic hardest weather,- and therefore 
fcldorti brought fat to our tables ; that the Ckats come to us irf 
April and breed, and about Autumn return to Afiick V ihaflf 
Experience (hews us they way be kept in cages, fed with Beef «f 
Wether Mutton, Figs, Grapes, and minced Filberds, being 
dainties not unworthy the care of fuchas would preferve out 
Bntiih hofpitalhy. There is a curious ob£ervation concerning 
the diverfity of Roman and Britilh diihes; the firft delighting 
in Hodge-podge, Gallimaufreys, Forced Meats, Juifek, and SkK 
magundies ; the latter in Spear-ribs, Surloins, Chines and BftrOns? 
ahd" thence our temw of Art, both as toDrieflihg^and Cirviiig; 
become very different; for tlvey, lying upon a fort of Cbttchj 
could not have carved rfiofe diflies- which our Anccftors' whcrl 
they fat upon Forms ufed to^do. But, fincc the ufe'of Cuftton^ 
and Elbow-chailrs, and the Editions of good' Books and Authors^ 
It may be hoped in time we may come up to them. Pbr indeed 
fcitherto w6 have been fomething to blame;* and 'I believe few - 
of tis hftve fcen a difii of Capon-flones at table (namb-ftofhes 
is acknowledged by the learned Aniiotator'that we havc-y r^*fbt

"There are fome very temarkable things in it ; as. The Emperor 
Jillianus had feldom any thing but Spoon-meat at Supper : tliac 
the Herb Fenugreek, with Pickles, Oil, aniiWine, was a Rorfian 
Dainty ; upon which the Annotator obferres, that it is not ufcd 
.in our Kitchens, for a certain ungrateful bitternefs that it has ; 
and that it is plainly a Phyiicstl Diet, that will give a {lool ; and 
that, mixed with Oats, it is the bed Purge for Horfes : an eid- 
CcUent iiivention for frugality, that notliing might be loft j for 
what the Lord did not eat, lie might fend to h!s Stable ! 

The Sixth Book treats of Wild-fowl 5 how to drefs OfirJdgcsi 
(the biggeft, grolTeft, and moft difficirtt of digeftion, of any Bird)| 
^hanico{Jtrices^ Parrots, &c. 

The Serenth Book treafts ot ihing^ /u$fpi%out ind cejffy, and 
therefore cliiefly concerning Hdg-meat ; ^ in wliich the Regans 
<ame to that excefsf^iat the Laws forb^d^the ufage of Hogs- 
harilet, Sweet-breads, €heeks, &c. at their public Suppers i 
and Cato, when Cenfor, fought to rcftraiu the extravagant ufe 
of Brawn, by feveral of his drations. So much regard vfa« 
had then to the Art of Cookery, that we fee it took place iii. 
the thoughts of the wifell men, and bore a part in their moll 
'important councils. But, alas ! the degeneracy of otrr prefent 
age is fucliy that I believe few befldes the Annotator know the 
excellency of a Virgin Sow, efpecially of the blaek kind brought; 
f rbm China ; and how to make the moft of her Liver, LightSf 
Brains, and Pettitoes ; and to vary her into thofe fifty difhet 
which, Pliny fays, were \ifually m'ade of that delictous Creature. 
BeHdcs, Galen tells us more of its excellences : ** That felloe 
** tliat eats Bacon for two or three daysr before he is to box 6t 
^< wreftle, fhall ]>e much ftronger than if he ihould eat the beA 
*' Roaft Beef or Bag Pifdding in the Parilh." 

The Eighth Book treats offuch Dainties tifour-fiated'Bt2A% 
aifford us j as, i. the Wild Boar, which they ufed to boil with 9III 
hs brlftles on; 2. The Dger, dreifed with Broth made with 
Pepper, Wine, Honey, Oil, and fteWed Dartlfons, &c. 3. The 
Wild Sheep, of which there are ^< i^nnumerablc in tlie Mountain^ 
*^ of Yorkihire and Weftmbrland, that will let nobody handtoi 
^ them ;" but, if they are caught, they arc to be fent up with 

yfirjrfic, and praAifed with great reputation. He publtihed, in 1531, ibo» 
pkcei of Hippocrates and Galen \ and hia <* Niftory of CjiiiKaotua andt 
•• Fantasruel" in ^5^5, Ht died i»^i55J» » 
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an " elegant Sauce, prcfcrrbcd after a phyfical manner, in form 
** of an Eleftuary, made of Pepper, Rue, Parfley-fccd, Juniper^ 
"Thyme dried. Mint, Peneryal, Honey, -&c." with which any 
Apothecary in that country can furnifli you. '4. Beef^ with 
Ouion Sauce, and commended by Celfiis, but not much approve«t 
by Hippocrates, becaufe the Greeks fcarce knew how to makt 
Oxetty and Poivdering-tubs were in very few Families : for Phy- 
{icians have been very peculiar iti their Diet in all ages ; other- 
wife Galen would fcarce have found out that young Foxes were^ 
in feafbn in Autumn. 5. The Sucking Pig boiled in Paper^ 

' 6. The Hare^ the chief of the Roman dlainties j its Blood being; 
the fweetcll of any Animal, its natural fear contributing to that 
excellence.. Though, the Emperors and Nobility haJ Parks to 
fattep them in ; yet in the time of Didianus Julianus, if any one 
had fent him one, or a Pig, he would make it lad him three 
days ; whereas Alexander Sevcrus haJ one every meal, which 
muft have been a great expence, and is very remarkable. But 

•the moft extiuihfite Animal was vcferved for the lalt Chapter; 
and that was t\vfi P or pu&u/e, a harralcfs creature, whofe innocence 
roiglu at leaft have defended it both from Cooks and Phyficians, 
But Apicius found out an odd fort of fate for thofe poor crea- 
tures J fome to be boned, and others to be put whole, with odd 
ingredients, into Hogs-guts, and fo boiled for Saufages. In an-' 

. cient limes, people made^ir their bufinefs to fatten them : Ariftotle 

. rightly obferves, that deep fattened ihcra, and Martial frona 
thence too poetically tells us that lleep was their only nouriib- 

• mcnt. But tlte Annotator has cleared that point; he, good man,- 
has tenderly o]>fcrved one of them for many years, and finds 
that it does not fleep all the Winter, as falfely reported, but 
wakes at meals, and after its repaft then rolls itfclf up in a ball 
to lleep. This Dormoufe, according to the Author, did not 
itrink in three years time j but whether other Dormice do fo^ I 
cannot tell, becaufe Bamboufclbergius's Treatifc " of Fattening 
** Dormice" is loll. Though very coftl}^, they became a conmi^on 
dilh at great entertainments. Petronius delivers ns an odd Re- 
ceipt for dreffing them, and ferving them up with Poppies and 
Honey j which mult be a very foporTferous dainty, and as good 
as Owl-pye to fuch as want a nap after dinner. The fondnefs 
of the Romans came to be fo exeeflivc towards them, that, as 
Pliny fays, " tlfe Cenforiau Laws and Marcus Scaurus in his 

' «<:tmfulfhip. 
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" Cpnfulihip, got them prohibited from public entertainments.*'' 
But Nero, Commodus, and Heliogabalus, would not deny the* 
liberty, and indeed property, of their fub3c£ts in fb rcafonablc 
ain enjoyment ; and therefore we find them long after brought 
to table in the times of Ammianus Marcel Unus, who tells us 
likewife, t\izt^^ fcales Were brought to table in thofe ages, ta 
'* weigh curious Fiflies, Birds and Dormice,'* to fee whether they 
were at the flandard of excellence and perfection, and fometimeSf 
I fuppofe, to vie with other pretenders to magnificence. Th« 
Annotator takes hold of this occafion, to fhew ** of how great 
** ufe fcales Would be at the tables of our Nobility," efpecially 
iipon the bringing up of a difh of Wild-foul : ** For if twelve 
** Larks (fays he) fhould weigh below twelve ounces, they would 
« be very lean, and fcarce tolerable j if twelve and down -weighty 
•* they would be very well ; but if thirteen, they would- be fot 
•* to perfcflion.'* We fee upon how nice and exaft a balance th© 
happinefs of Eating depends I 

I cbuld fcarce forbear fmlling, not to fay wbrfc, at fuch cX- 
a^nefs and fuch dainties ; and told my Friend, that thofe fcales 
would be of extraordinary ufe at Dunftabld j and that, if tlite 
Annotator had not prefcribed his Dormoufe, I ihould upon- the 
firil occafion be glad to vifit it, if I knew its vifiting-days . and 
hours, fo as not to difturb it. . . 

My Friend faid, there remained but Two Books more, one 4>f 
Sea and the other of River Fifli, in the account of which he 
would not be long, feeing his memoi^y began to fall him almoft 
as much as my patience. 

" 'Tis true, in a long work, foft flumbers creep, 
" And gently fink the Artiil into flcep ^ j" 
efpecially when treating of Dormice. 

The Ninth Book is concerning Sea Fifh, where,' amongft othef 

learned Annotations, is recorded that famous Voyage of A^cius* 

who, having fpent many millions, and Ijcing retired into Cam- 

. pania, heard that there, were Lobftcrs of a vaft and unufual big** 

.nefs in Africa, and thereupon impatiently got on (hipboard the 

fame day ; and, having fufFercd much at iea, came at laft to the 

' coaft. . Bat the fame of fo great a man's coming had landed 

before him, and all tht Fifliermen failed out to meet him, and 

prefented him with their faired Lobfters. He 'aikcd if they had 

no larger. Tliey anfwered, « Their fea produced nothing more

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** excellent tlvm what they had brought." Tliis honed free^oot 
of theirsy with liis difappointment, fo difguiled him, that he took 
pety and had the MafVer return home again immediately : and (op 
h feeftiSy Africa loft the breed of one monfler more than it had, 
before /. There are many Receipts in the Book 9. to drefs Cramp* 
^f tliat numb the hands of«th(^e chat touch them^; the Cuttle<n 
6flv, whofe blood is like ink j the Pourcontrel, or Many- feet, | 
th^ Sea-urchin or Hedge-hog i with fevcral others, whofe Sauce* 
ire agreeaUc to their natures. But, to the comfort of us Mo;- 
<Jcrni, the Ancients often eat their Oyfters * alive, and fpread hard 
tggs minced oyer their Sprats as we do now over our Salt-fi&. 
There is one thing very curious concermng Herrings : It feems, 
the Ancients were very fantadical, in making one thing pafs jfof 
«jothcc ; ib,.ai Pctroni us 's Supper„the Cpok fentup a fet pooff^ 
•Fifli, and Wild-fowl of all fons to appearance, .but fliU all wci?t 
made out of the feveral parts of one fingle Porker. The. great 
^ icomcdes^ King . of Bithynii, h^ a very deHghtful deception 
,«(f this nature put upon lum by his Cook; the ' King was ex* 
•tteifttly affected with frelh Herrings (as indeed who is not ?) j 
rbut, being far i|p in Afia from tlie fea coad, liis whole wealth 
^ could not have purchafed one ; but liis Cook contrived fome fort 
of meat, which, put into a frame, fo refembled a Herring, that it 
yas- extremely- fati^fa£i:ory botli to this Prince's eyes and ^^pi^o* 
.•My Friend told me,^that, to tlic honour of the City of 'Londop, 
:Jie had feen a thing of this nature there ; that is, a Herring, or 
rather a Salmogundy, with the head and tail fo neatly laid, that 
it furprized him. ,He fays, many of the Jficies may Ije-foundltt

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IT is endeavoured, in the following Poems, to give tlK| Readen. 
of both fexes fome ideas of the Art of Love ; fuch ^ Love as 
is innocent and viftuous, and whofe detires tenninate in prefent 
happinefs and that of pofterity. It would be in vain to think of 
doing it without help from the Antients, amongft whom none 
has touched that padion more tenderly and juflJy than Ovid. 
He knew that he bore the maileribip in that Art ; and therefore^ 
in the Founh Book De Triftibus, when he would give fome ac- 
count of himfelf to future ages, he calls himfelf '' Tenerorum 
"" Liifor Amorum," as if he gloried principally in the defcriptions 
fie had made of that pailion. He tells us, he was a native of 
Sulmo, a city of the Peligni, about ninety miles to the North 
Eaft of Rome : that it was calle^ fo from Solymus, a companion 
ef ^neas, who waS the founder of it about four bundled years 
before the building of tliat City. This Solymus married a 
daughter of -^neas, who brought four with him from Troy: 
the firil he left married in Thrace, the fecond in PeloponiiefuSy 
and the third in Epirus. Ovid, in the Second Book of his Elegies, 
inviting his Mt(lrefs to Sulmo, defcnbes it as one of the moft 
cbarming places that could be, to divert the rummer's heat ; rjc- 
frefiied widi flreams of water, rich paftures, corn, grapes, olives, 
and ifaade in abundance. Hercules Ciofanus, a native of the place, 
has given a large and accurate account of it, before his excellent 
bbfervations upon Ovid's Works, which deferved the commenda- 
tions of Muretus, Manutius, and Melifius, the greatefl. wits of 
jihat time, Ovid was born on the day when the two Confuls 
Hirtius and Panfa were (lain at Mutina, fighting againU Mark 
Antony, who had been declared an enemy to the people^of Rome ; 
which was on the twenty-firft « of March, in the 710th year after 
tbe building of that City. Lucius, his fatlier, was a Roman 
Knight of an antient family, which had preserved that dignity 
from the original of the order^ Ovid had a brother, exaftly a 
year older than himfelf, named Lucius. They were both fipnt 
i9 K-ome for their education under tlie befl mafbrs, where the

He 

was fo great an admirer of Portius Latro and his Sayings, that he 

made ufe of many of them in his Yerfes. His cliief delight wH 

in the converfation of the Poets of his time, and he never thou^ 

fiimfelf blefl but in their company j either when he was learning 

ihe .nature of Birds ftd. Serpents, and the virtue pf Herbs, from 

Macer 5 or the charms of Love's fires f("om Prppertius ^ or Heroic 

A£tions of the Theban War, equal to ^at of Troy, fiXHii Pon^ 

ticus ; or the reproof of Vice and Folly from tlie Jambicks of 

Baflus ; or, laftly, all variety of learning and numbers from tfab 

Lyre of "Hgrace, to whom his lidening ear was the mpre at* 

ttntive, *hccaufe he firft brought the Lyric meafurcs apiongft thp 

Romans, for which lie had fufficient caufe tp glory. As Ovid 

paid 4v^ regard to die Poets that preceded him, fo he lets jis know 

that he did not want 'fitting refpeft from tliofe tlut were yojingdr 

than himfelf.

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tlier, and. dlrertcd themfclvcs tUre for almoft a ycar-s fpacc with 
the rariiws of that country. He had three wives j tlie fii ft when 
he was not quite fixteen years old, from whom, as he fays, for 
fufficient rcafons, he was divorced; and fo likcwife from the 
fecond, not for any real blame in her, but for diflike, according 
to the licentioufnefs of the times : but he extols often the chaftity 
and beauty of the laft, whom he inftrufled in Poetry, and entirely 
affeded, flie continuing inviolably conftant to him, dunng all hia' 
misfortunes, notwithftanding many imponu(yte folicitations. By 
die Uft he had a daughter, named Perilla, married to Cornelius 
Fidus, by whom (he had two children. He continued long ia 
favour at the Court of Auguftus, till, in the fiftieth year of hla 
age, he fell under the Emperor's difpleafure.^ The rcafon is un- 
known at tliis time, and of little ufe to conje£Vur6 ; though he 
fays that at Rome every one was acquainted with it •. He feems 
fatisfied that he had buried his father, being ninety years old j 
and his mother likewife, being antient, foon after him ; that fo 
their old age might not be grieved at hi& misfortunes. He ex* 
prefTes all the duty to th^'tftatlo good-natured a fon could do 
poifibly ; and, if he could, would make their (hades fenfible, that 
it was an $rror^ and not a crinUf for which he fuffered. He re- 
ceived commands to retire to Tomx^ a city of Sarmatia bordering 
on the Euxine Sea : for Caefar would not give it fo harlh a name 
as hamJbmtnU He had a (Hip of his own in the Bay of Corinth, 
on which he made his voyage to the Euxine ;. and then per- 
formed the reft of liis journey on foot to a place die utmoft and 

< He (ays in ieveral parti of his worses, the caii(es of his mlfery'were 
two: his having cotnpofed boo^l on the Art of Love, and his hayiiig 
Jten /(tmetbhg. He does not tell us what it was he faw ; but gives us to 
nnderfiand, that his books contributed lefs to hit difgrace than that did : 
' and on his complaining to Love, that, after labouring to enlarge his empire^ 
lie obtained nothing for hit reward but baniffithent, Love anfwert, '

And in hit Second > Book- DeTriftibus, I. it. ver. 103, he compares him- 
felf to unfortunate A£heon, who had undefignedly feen Diana naked, 'and 
lufitrai £or it. Variout attempts have been made t9 coiyefiure what 
]^«/n»| but it fiUl remains an nAcertaint/, 
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MOft inlic^uble of any that a Roman Ixaxl ever been confined to* . 
He complains of the dangen and miferiea of his palTage^ and. xh€ 
injuitice of his companions and fervants : hut, refolved that hit 
fpirit Ibonld not iink under his misfortunes, he made ufe of his 
refblution to overcome them» and p^vailed fo far as to conquer 
his temper, that had been too much given up to eafe j and bqgan 
to pafs his days in fome content, by means of thofe verfes which 
he made for his. own fatisfa^on, without any hopes of their 
coming to the perufal of others. And in this adveftity of the 
Pbet his chara£^er appears with the greateil iuftre : here heWiws 
a courage undaunted, a fpirit not to be caft down, a conftancy m£ 
}ove to the parmer of his bed, and a friendfhip invicriaUe to thofe 
perfons of Ixmour that he had confided in, many of which wese 
df Confuiar dignity. He often folicited his repeal by the medi- 
ation of Germanicus Cxfar and others, or that he might at leaft 
be removed to fome more temperate clime : but, he fays, his 
hopes forfook hiih upon the deatli of Augufhis. Yet in the 
iimh year of his confinement he Aill continued to folicit it, and 
to thefe ends his writings out of Pontus were deligned r in one of 
them to his wife, he undertakes to ihew her, that his expedition 
was more dangerous than that whicli Jaibn made for the Gdden 
Fleece ; as likewife in another to Pedo Albinovanus^ a famous 
Poet, that he had undergone more tlian Ulylles in all his t\¥entjr 
years : ingenioufly thus contriving to bring either of thofe noble 
- fubjefbs to be comprehended in one of his fhort Epiflles. Some 
of thefe Letters were to his relations, as Rufus Fundanus» bis 
wife's uncle ; SuilUus, that had married his wife's daughter j to 
Salanu's and Severus, eminent Poets :; to Ids friends Rufinus, 
Gallio, Tuticanus, Atticu<?, with wjiom he had been mofl inti* 
mate, and many others : as to Maximus Cotta, who firfl fent 
him a moft elegant Oration, and then the images of Auguflus, 
Tiberius, and Li via, which were a fight in thofe parts that ojc- 
cafioned. great veneration. He writes to Vcdalis, then Governor 
of Pontus, fprung from Daunus and the Alpine Kings ; as like- 
wife to Cotys, the fon of Cotys King of Thrace, who was then 
warring upon the Getcs, to enlarge his territories, that he might 
be protedbed from thofe incurfions ; and this, amongfl others, he 
prays from the topic of Poetry, to which that Prince, It feenjs, 
was much addi6tcd. He writes likewife to Grxcinus, one of his 
•Idefl acquaintance, to congratulate him upon liis being defigned 
I ' Conl'ttl I 
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Gdnful ; -as iikewife to Sextus PotxipeiuS) when lie had jjic Hiud. 
View of chat digmty ; and at the CasK tiim: acknowledges, that 
his life, and the continuance of k, had- been -owing txx his goecl 
of^ces. Nor did- he omit writing to ^efia^nus, fbni^a.cele- 
lirated Orator of that name, and a greac favomite in the Court qf 
Aui^ul^us': ii)Ut one ti\at he fnoft relied on .was Pahius Maximu^^ 
• mail of the gteatell lionour, that would not deferi a friend fpr 
the fitiwns' of Fcurtune ; especially fine thAt, >as Qvid had don^/ 
ItaJ^loved and regarded hiin from the very time of his binh^ 
audflkd been . dependant upon that family^ and efpecially h^s 
i£arher, who was a perfon famous for .his, eloquence as well as lui 
^^Ofcat dignity, and was the firft Patron of Ovid's IVfufe, having 
:<BCOuragcd him to ventdre his compofnions to try their (uccef^ in 
•ptLbtick. But he.loCl this good friend i^ (he iifth year of l^t 
.confinement; and therefore his expoStation of relief was mp|?e 
^«tirely thrc^n u}>an the confidence* he th ad in the generofity^pf 
Brutus, to whom he wrote many pathetic Letters on^ that occaiioa/ 
-In the midil of the Getic wars, tIus good^humodr gained fo f^r 
upon tiieir barbarous nature, that they became conterfalile wilhr 
>Mm ; fo that he attained their language to per|e£lion, and tfia<|e 
4t fabmi't to numbers fo. far, that. he wrote a Poem in it. In an 
Ei>tftlc to Carus, who was 33utor to tlie two Caefars, he t^U» 
^liira, '* The fubjeft was the praifcs of Auguftus : that he taught 
*^ them, that though the body of Aa^gnftus was mortal, yet lu# 
-^divine part -was gone to the heavens: that his fucccflbr Ti- 
•»* berius was equal to tlie virtues of his. father, thouglvhis m^ 
<>« dcfty would ha?e matle him refufe-the title of Emp«ror: ijiatjt 

* ** was qUeftiohable whether Livia, reputed as the Vefta of hef 

* •• time for her modefty, was more ha^^py and glorious in ^a 
♦•halbandora fon : that no fahiUy could be better fiipported 
•1 than the Emperor's, by two fuc^h fons as Gernianicus and 
" DrujCiii." He recited all this and much more to tlie Barbarians^ 
v;ho by vyavlike figns teftified their applaufe ; they exempted him* 
from all public burthens j tliey even againft his will fet garlands 

■ upon his. head ; aiul ufed him in all refpefts as kindly as hi^ own 

* f ovii^tr) mfiu would have done : therefore he did not folicit a re-^ 
^l^ipYal out of any diflikc to the peoj^le of the place, but for th« 

j^clpmency of the cUmatc' He mull certainly have been a per- 

' jfon'.upivacfally beloved j for he had that happinefs, that Envy 

. jgicvef^pretended to ciidcile upoji any of his Writing* j "for, asii* 
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psud due venjcndoQ to andquity^ ancf the learned men of tbe tim«A 
fo be owQS that his Keadcn^ wh Hljie was Hving, gave him fufh ^ 
ponioa of fame, as he ^gluly jud|(cd would lail him to all pofl^ 
rity* As his hinh was repojtcd tQ have happeoed ^th that of 
Tibullus, one the moft politei the 6thtr the moft ingpdous, of' 
tlie Elegiac Poets ; fo Livy is faid, to have died the fame day with 
himrhein^tho iirft of J^uiuaryy tliat ia botli he might be mof^ 
nQbiy and lionourably accompanied. Some Autliort think t}iac . 
lie died art Tomos« in th* fifth yeaj: of Tiberius. Some fay h^ 
lived feveti years, ninfS months, and eleven days; otliers eight 
years, and fome months ; otliers nine, and othen teay^ars» undef 
his misfortunes. All which may be tlie more uncertain^ 6nce 
we ha\'e none of hts Works iince tlie Fourth Book of his Letters 
fi^om Pontus, which were written in tne iixth yean As he was 
honoured when living, fo his funerals were celel>rated by tli0 
petes with i^nlverfal forroxv. He was, as iafys ^ufebius^ buried 
liear the gates of the city, where a monument was ere£^ed fo^ 
him hard by a lake which retains hts name. His Sepulchre is 
Teportet! by Abraham OneKus ', who cites Gafpar Brufchitis for 
his Author, to have been found in the yerai* 1508, with amagnt- 
ficent coverture, on which was this Epitaph :

Petrus Angelus Barcaeus, when Jie was at Belgrade, a diver peer 
with this infcription, " Ovidii Nafonis Calathus;" denoting that 
it had belonged to Ovid. This had not long before been found 
amongil fome old ruins, and (he elleemed it as a venerable jnece 
«f andquity. The elegant Poet Coelius Calcagninus, when he 
was in Sarmatia, wrote an Elegy, wherein he defcribes tlie man* 
ners of the Scythians, and fays, *♦ that not only Tomifvar but 
•* other places contend for the reiidence of Ovid ; and that the 
** pen remains, wherewith he ufed to relfeve hrs tedious hours in 
<« thofe regions ;" where Cotlhis teftifics all to be true that Ovid* 
has recorded of them. And certainly never any two Poets had » 
Mufe more like than thefe, fo fitted to the Elegiac flylc. Calcag- 
nmus has a rarity in his Works not eafily to be found clfewhcrc, a 
copy of verfes all Pentameters ; which whether they are not too 
loft, may be a queftion ; however, bemg host, ihall be tranfcnbedr 
though not attempted in Engliih r ^

Angelus Politknust, another incomparable imitator of Ovid*^ 
bewails the exile and death of that Poet in flrains io foft and 
moving, that I cannot tell whether any language but the Latin is 
capable of expreiling lU Ciifpinusy the learned Editor of the 
Dauphin's Ovid, has efleemed it fo much, as to let it be twice 
printed in thofe volumes. Nor does Julius Scaliger upon the 
fame fubjeft want fuch ftrokes as were ufual to fo great a Mafter.

In which he contiaues his opinion, that his maflerlhip in the Art 
ot Love would be his glory, notwithf^anding he had fuffered by 
it I and dtfircs every traveller that had been in love would wiih 
foft reA to liis bones> which they muA do unlefs they would be 
ungrateful. 

As to his Works *», his " Elegies to Corinna'' were the firll 
that were produced in publick, which were iii Five Books, but 
afterward by him reduced to Three. The rubje6ts fprung wholly 
from his own thoughts and imagination, nor does he feem to have 
borrowed any hint from tlie Greeks, with whofe language at that 
time in all probability he was not converfant. Of thcfe, accord* 
ihg to Mr. Dry den, it may be {aid, ** That, if they be compared 
*• with thofe of TibuUus and Prqpertius^ it will be found that 
** they feldom defigncd before they Wrote. And though the 
*** language of TibuUus be more poliihed, and the learning of 
** PropertiuS, efpecially in his Fourth Book, more fet off to 
*• oftentation ; yet their common praftice was to look no further 
" than' the next line,- whence it will inevitably follow, that they 
** can drive to no certain point. But Ovid has always the goal 
** in his eye, which direfts him in his race ; fome beautiful dc- 
** fign, which he firft eftabliflics, and tlien contrives tlVe means 
*• which will naturally condu6l him to his end." His next Work, 
in probability, was his " Epiftles ;" which he afferts as his own ' 
invention, and therefore jufUy glories in them. The wit of 
them is fo copious, that almoft every two lines may feem an ' 
Epigram. Mr. Dryden obferves, that <« they are generally granted 
•« to be the moft perfeft piece of Ovid ; and that the ftyle of them 
•* is tenderly pailionate and courtly, two properties well agree- 
*' ing with the. perfons who are H&roines and Lovers." His 
next was liis •• Art of Love," in Three Books : concerning which ' 
it is hoped at prefent, that though heretofore they fell under the 
dlfpleafure of Auguftus j yet that now they are fo managed, a» '

** ment of the Face ;" and (bnie few foch piecei as that upon the 
** Nut-tree," and perhaps fome others. I fuppo/e thef^ to have 
been all done before h>» txavels into Gimgc and Egyptj in which 
he made coUe6kions oxtt of mitltitiides of Avthors (Ufides 
Parthehius of Cliios, who treated on a lile fubjeft) to compile, 
htikf^een Books of " iVtetimorpWesi j*^ than which all Authori 
a^ee that nbdiing can bp more ingenious, nothing more excel- 
lent, artificial, oy graceful, th^n the contexhrre of Fable with 
Fable, whicli^ in fuch <Hver(ity of matter, are fo cunningly . 
woven together, ilut all appear but one feries* Yet, as he was 
goilig into banilhrnejit, out of vexation aK; his own Poetry, which 
was afllgned (though only colourably) fco have been the caufc of 
it, he \Vas refolved to burn them. But there were too many 
copies' got abroad; and therefbre he excufes the faults that majt. 
lie in them, as hot having received his hdl corre£lion ? and yet 
tHey are ibme^of the mod l^^autiful things that we I\aVe received, 
from the antients. As fooH perlbns that love t'oetry fame time 
of another venture upon the Stage ; &> Ovid fhewed what he 
cduld perform tliit way in a Tragedy called Medea *, which is 
nb^V loil, but was then received wrth great applaule* Corn^UvM 
Tacitus' tliinks that neither Aimius nor Mei{^a» in any of their 
compofltion^, came up to the Medea of Ovid : and Quintilia;i. 
lays, that by that Tragedy the Poet ftews how much ke was^ 
able to do, wlien he would rather temper than indulge his witv 
A^ter his dlfmiiEon from court, he had occafion to make uie of a> 
faViiical ftyle, wHch he always. ^&re had ihdiaftriouny avoided (: 
but it was upon Vd^\ orovocation^. and yet he does it under the 
concealed Name of Ibis. He is fbppofed to have* writtea it kt 
full pafllon^ either in his voyage, or as foon a&, he.- came, to the 
Euxine ihorc, againfl a perfon tliat took occafio.n irofn his mif- 
fortunes to Vandalise and repioach him ; to make liis wife unr 
cafy ; to endeavour to reduce iiim to the utmoft poverty by do* 
pfivlng him of his cilate, which Auguflus had entirely kft him.; 
for which clemency, in manjj excelkut Verfes, the Poet is noa. 
UJigratefuL He profciI<:s> to have imitated Callimachus» who. falia^

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upon Apollomus Rhodios m a Poem vn^ler the fame title; Theif 
ican notlung mclude more of the antieat Fable uiA Hiftory thaa 
this fmaii Werk ; efpeciallj of fudi as have come to any facil 
Wfchances. To altcriate his misfortunes, He wrote his Ftvf 
Books << Be TnAibu^i" which are a fort of Epiftles ; but to pei«> 
^ODS he thovglity for fome leafon^y it would them be improper C0, 
name. As likewife his Four Boo^s of ^ Lettere from Pontus**' 
addreifed to perfons of tlie higheft qualtty, as beforementioiic<l» 
from whom he expelled at leai!^ fome hopes of the relaxation of 
his puniihraent. In all thttfe, the fereoity of his mind, the juft- 
aefs of the diooglu, the cleamefs and propriety of the expreiioii, 
the evcnnefs of the numberS) the tender moving of compafliont 
intermixed with various ropicks of perfuaTive eloquenpe^ h?ve 
made Bellori affirm^ that Ov'nX has made his very grief deliglu- ' 
ful i and that, whether he was upon the hanks of Tiber, or upop 
thofe of the Danube, yet he ilill fecmed to be in the midil of 
Helicon *, It was here that Ovid compofcd liis Twelve Books qf 
the Fafli; wliich is as much as to lay, he put the Roman A}* 
nanack and Calendar into verfe : a bold undertaking } and yet, in 
the Six Books * that remain, there is not only tlie mod exa^ 
dcfcripdon of the Roman Ceremonies, Cudoms, and Antiqui* 
ties n> ; but, in fo obicure, ban?en,and dry a fubje^ he has pr^ 
ce^ded with all the perfpicuity, cc^ioufnefs, fplendid omaoipni^, 
and beautiful dcfcriptions, that can be imagined : infomuch that 
Heinfius dunks nothing can be more eafy, plain, and natural, 
th^n the ftory of Lucrece, wli^e the impatience of young Tarquin 
and his companions, and the fpeed of tlieir horfes ia carrying 
clicm to Rome, does not come up to that quicknefs of thoug^ic

» Selden calli Ovid ** a great canon lawyer,*' merely from thc/i books, 
-as pting us the beft account of the religion and feftivals of the old 
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which Ovid ihews in his comprchcnfivc vcrfes. In this retire- 
ment, Ovid likewife began his *< Halieutica," or Book of Pifhes i 
lor it is a quelHon whether he ever finiihed it : but by th^t which 
yetnains it appears to have been an excellent and moft ufeful 
Hiftory of Nature ; wherein he defer! bed many forts that were in 
tliat fea, with their wonderful qualities, wh'^fe very names liad 
^fore been unknown to Pliny, that moft induftrious Naturaliil 
among the Romans. This fubjedt Oppian afterward purfued in 
Greek verfe, and dedicated to the Empexor Antoninus. Ovid 
tells us of another Work that he eompofed in Pontus, which was 
** The Triumph of Gcrmanicus," which, in his Epiftles from 
thence to Sal anus and Rufinus, he recommends to their protc6iion« 
But this is loiV, as were fevend others : amongft which may be 
reckoned his Confolation to Livia upon the Death of Drufus, 
from whence Seneca has made ufe of many tilings in his Confo- 
lations ; his Epigrams^ mentioned by Prifcian and Martial ; his 
Bodk <' De Phaenomenis,'* fpoken of by Probus and La£^^n- 
tius J his Book againft Poetafters, quoted by Q^intilian j a Col- 
leftion of Prophecies, and Two Books of the War of A£tium, 
dedicated to Tiberius Csefar, but not completed. At his depar- 
ture from Rome, he threw many things into the fire ; which he 
• believed afterwards might have given fatisfa6^ion to the Reader, 
if they had not met with fuch an irreprtevable condemnation. 
There are feveral other things attributed to him j as, the Pane-^ 
gyrick to Pifo, the Nightingale, the Flea, and a Poem about an 
Old Woman, in Three Books, which, being very filly, is very 
fcarce ; but Crifpinus tells us, the fooliih Author would impofc 
it upon the world as if it were as true as GoTpel. In all his 
Works, Ovid's wit is acknwledged to be luxuriant, wliich his 
riper age would have corrc6ted iii his " Metamorphofcs :" but ]^c 
. Iliews how difficult it would have been to him by the Letters 
which he continued to write in his exile with the utmoft exu- 
berance of thought and expreflion. Scaliger and Mr. Drydea 
dilfer upon the point, whether Ovid knew how to leave off when 
^e had well begun ; but then Mr, Dryden dcfcribcs him as " vary- 
f* ing the fame fenfe a hundred ways, and yet that the moft fevere 
f ccnfor cannof but be pleafed with the prodigality of his wit J 
f that every thing which he does becomes him ; and if fome- 
•* times he appears too gay> yet there h a fecret gracefulnefs of 
ff vouthwhicl^ accompanies his writings." In Ovid'& Aykts «

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liatiye fimplicity, whrch whoever goes about to mend, will find 
he corrupts it. He fays more by Nature than Art cjin come iip 
to. What he does, fccms to be produced without pain | but k 
would be in vain for the greateft labour to attempt it. Scaliger 
takes notice, that uting the fame word or exprefQon too often i^.a 
fault of fome Authors that pretend to be corre£l i but that tl^ 
Princes of the Poets, Yirgrl and Ovid, are free ^m the fufpictaa 
<tf it. The obfervation is juft ; and yet Ovid ^ews how great .a 
Mafter he was of words, by his repeating thepi even to adva^*- 
tage, as in thofe moft fweet Verfes of Phillis to Pemophoon ;

€ome have thought he had too inuch«compaiIioafor his ^pwn faii> 
€ngs, and that he rather loved than would any ways correft them. 
Seneca tells us, that, being dciired by his Friends to leave out of 
liis Works only thre^ Verfes, he complied, on condition that he 
might fave three. Both parties wrote, And put thejincs into the 
Arbitrator's hands, wliich, beinjg produced, proved to he tlif 
Jame. Two ^f tliem are recorded by Pedo Albinovanus the Poei^ 
;Mid his great Friend, who was there prefi^nt ; wliich were thefc f

?*gc5 : for, hefides the many great names befoi^emcju toned, Vcl- 
i«us Patcrculus, a curious jud|;c, joins him with Tibuljui, ts 
.tVit two |icrfons that had brought their Poems to,pCTfe£bion. By 
IVIartial «nd otjicrs he is plapcd wirh VkgiU as being botli oo«- 
rummate ixi their way. The JFathtrs La&a»tius, St. Jcrom, azid 
St Auftin, have not denied lus ** Mctamorphofis*' its juft cOm- 
mcntfation. PItmtrdcs • tranflittd it into Ortek, tp reftprc that 
Leacning, part of whidi had brcn brongbt Irom tlience back 
again to ms own countrj'^, StcpJrcns moft Juftiy c ftc e m s l>im the 
bcft Painter amongft the Foets. Heinfitts thooght, that wjjocvct* 
would he drarwn to ^ life muft fit tohitn. And Raphael Regius 
fays^ that his commanders, thttr ftrati^m^) and their hsttles, are 
fo oniched by his pencil, duit whoever yicws them attej^tirdy 
ynll imagine himfelf ^o engaged, as to |ake part in their conflii^.

It may from this fmall remark be 
fcc« what opinion tlie world had of this Author, and how ac- 
ceptable be was c6 them, when the Came Kegius, wlu> wrote th« 
firft Comment on the " Metamorphofis," vented fifty thoufand 
of tlicm in his life-time. His pcilbn was in fo great favour in his 
profperity, that his pifture was cut in precious ftone?, aui worn 
by them in their rbgs. He mentions one of tlicm with a cnyWtt 
of ivy on his head, which, in one of Ins inelanclioly Letters^ he 
fays was no longer a fitting ornament for him $ and he fpeaks of 
another fet in a ring of gold. Our ingenious countryman Mr. 
Sandys P tells us, he had feen lus figure in a cornelian of exquiGte 
work man fbip, and an old medal of filver flamp^d with his image ; 
and thofe he has placed before his Tranflation of the Metamor- 
phofis. Hercules Ciofam ^ gives it us as delineated froi^ aij^ 
aotient marble found at Sulmo, and given him by his Friend 
Julius Agapetus. UrfVnus has a head of him in his collections. 
There are feveral others ; one from an aotient medal in t^ 
Dutch edition ; another in the Dauphin's : but the mod excel- 
lent, and that feems to approach neareH to the character of tl)e 
original, is that rcprefented by Peter Bellori, Library-keeper and 
Antiquary to the Queen of Sweden, among his images pf aotieint-

'shcdal i$ of brafs, with Ovid's Head on one fide, and on the Rc- 
vrrfe tlic Head of Menandcr Parrhafius, who caufcd this Monu- 
ment to he made for poderity. Kicolaus Hcinfiusy in his Izfi: 
Edition of Ovid, preExed this head to it, as he received it from 
that exquifitc treafurc of Medals collefted by Felicia Rondaninji, 
a moil noble and learned Rog»an Matron. And the generofit^ 
'and gootl-naturt of Sir Andrew Fountain, in communicating it 
fi^ut of his great flock of learned curioiities, is gratefully to be 
acknowledged ». 

Theic has l)cen ia this Preface fo much faid of Ovid, that 
there may be Icfs room to fpeak of the following imitation. It Is 
at leafl fuch a one as Mr. Drydcn mentions, " to be an endea- 
•* vour of a later Poet to write like one who has written before 
^ him on tl^ fame fubje6l ; that is, not to tranflate liis words, or 
** be coniined to his fenfe, but only to {et him as a pattern, and 
** to write as Ike fuppofes that Author wpuld have done, had 
^ he lived in our age and in our country. But he dares not fay 
*• that Sir Jolm Dciiham t, or Mr. Cowley, have carried diis Liber- 
*• tine way, a« t^c latter calls it, fo far as this definition reaches,*' 
But, alai ! the prefent Imitator has ,come up to it, if not perhaps 
exceeded it. Sir John Denham. had Virgil, and Mr. Cowley » 
bad Pindar to deal with, who both, wrote upon lading founda* 
tions : . t>ut) the preibnt fub]e£): being Love, it would be unrea- 
Ibnakle to think of too great a confinement to be laid on it. And 
ihough the patlion and grounds of it will continue the fame 
thi:oiA^h«}l ageSr yec there will be many little mod^« faflitons, 
ffiid graces, ways 6f complaifance and addtrfs, entertainments and 
ifiTCTfiotks, which time will vary. Since the world will exped^

Whoever . undertakes 
this way of writing, has as much reafon to underftaAd th& true 
fcope^ genius, and force of the expreflions of his Author, as a 
literal TranAator : and after all, he lies under this misfortune, 
that the faults arc all his own ; and if there is any thing that 
may feem pardonable, the Latin ^ at the bottom ihews to whom 
he is engaged for it. An Imitator and *hifi Author (land much 
upon the fame terms as Ben does with his Father in tiie Comedy » : 
" What thof he be my Father, I an't bound Prentice to 'en.** 
There were many reafons why the Imitator tranfpofed feveral 
Verfes of Ovid, and has divided the whole into Fourteen Parts 
rather than keep it in Tliree Books. Thefe may be too tediobs 
to be recited ; but, among . tlic reft,, fome were, that matters of 
^the fame fubjeft might lie more compaft ; that too large a heap 
of precepts together might appear too burthenfome $ and there- 
fore (if fmall matters may allude to greater) as Virgil in his 
^* Georgicks," fo here moft of the parts end with fome remark* 
able Fable, which carries with it fome Moral : yet, if any perfops 
pleafe to take the Six firft Parts as the Firft Book, and divide the 
Eight laft, they rnay make Three Books of them again. There 
have by chance fome twenty lines crept into the Poem out of the 
** Remedy of Love," which (as inanimate things are generally the 
moft wayward and provoking) fince they wouid ftay, have been 
' fufFered to ftand there. But as for the Love here mentioned, it 
being all prudent, honourable, and virtuous, there is no need of 
any remedy to be prefcribed for it, but the fpcedy obtaining of 
what it defu-es. Should the Imitator's ftyle feem not to be fuf- 
iiciently reftrained, Ihould he not have afforded pains for review 
or correction, let it be confidered, that perhaps even in that he 
deiired to imitate his Author, and would not perufe them ; lef^ 
as fome of Ovid's Works were, fo thefe might be committed to 
the flames. But he leaves that for the Reader to do, if he pleafes, 
when he has bought them. '

fulnefs of this Furmetary, (igned by feveral eminent Carmen,

C H A P. I. 

*rbe Situation of the Country, 

CRAPULIA is a very fair and large territory, which on the 
North is bounded with the ^thiopic Ocean, on the Eaft 
with Laconia and Viraginia, on the South by Moronia FcUx, 
and Weftward with the Tryphonian Fens. It lies in thaf part 
of the Univerfe where is bred the monllrous bird called Rue, 
that for its prey will bear off an Elephant in its talons j and is 
defcribed by the modern Geographers. 

The foil is too fruitful, and the havens too ferene ; fo that I 
have looked upon theoi with a (ilent envy, not without pity, 
when I confidered they were blcflings fo little xleferved by the in» 
habitants. It liel in f&vemy-four degrees of longitude, and fixty 
degrees of laa^tude, apd eleven degrees diflant from the Cape of 
Good Hope j and lies, as it were, oppnfitc to the whole coaft of 
Africa. It is commonly divided into two provinces, Pamphar 
geaia and Ivronia, the former of which is of the fame length 
and breadth as Great Britain (which 1 hope will not be taken as 
any refle£^ion), the other is equal to the High and Low Dutch 
Lands, Both obey the fame prince, are governed by the fame 
laws, and differ very little in their habit or their manners.

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C H A P. IL 
. P A M P H A G o N I A : Of, Gkttton^s Paradlfe, 

PAMPHAGONIA ■ is of a triangular figure, like that of 
antient ^gypt, or the Greek letter De!ta, A. It is moun- 
tainous, inclofed witl) very high hills : its foil is of the richeft, 
fo that birds which come thither to feed, if they tarry but three 
months, grow fo very fat and weighty, that they cannot fly back 
again over the mountains, but fuffer themfelves to be taken up 
in the hand, and are as delicious as the Ortolan or the Beccaficos 
of the Italians. And, it is no wonder to them who know tba* 
Geefe in Scotland arc generated from leaves fallen into the water, 
and believe the teftimony of one of our EmbaiTadors that in the 
North-Eaft parts .of the world Lambs grow upon ftalks lik* 
Cabbages and eat up the grafs all round about themy to find th« 
fame fort of provifior^s in this country. Bcfides, the Fifli upon 
that coaft are in fuch plenty, and {o voracious (whether they 
conform themfelves to the genius of the place and pebple, or 
prefage to themfelves the honour of fo magnificent a fepulchre 
as was given to NeroV Turbot), that, as foon as the hook is caft 
in, they prefs to it a$ tlie Gliofts in Lucian did to Charon*s boar, 
and cling to the iron as Miners do to a rope that is let down 
when the light of their candle forebodes fome malignant exha- 
lation. 

The fea-ports, with which this country abounds more than any 
other, are of no other ufe than to receive and take in fuch 
things as are ecbble, which they have for their fuperfluous wool 
and hides : nor may the inhabitants export any thing that has the 
leaft relation to the palate. You fee nothing there but Fruit- 
trees. They hate Plains, Limes, ,and Willows, as being idle and 
barren, and yielding nothing ufeful but their ihade. There are 
Hops, Pears, Plumbs, and Apples, in the hedge-rows, as there is 
in all Ivronia ; froni whence the Lombards, and fome counties 
in the Weft of England, have learned their improvements. In 
antient times, Frugonia, or the. Land of Frugality, took in this 
• country as one of its provinces; and Hiftories tell us, that, in 
Saturn's time, the Frugonian Princes gave laws to all this part of 
the world, and had their palace there .; and that their country was 
rilled Fagonia, from the fimplicity of their diet, wliich confifled 
T 4 only 
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only in Beecb-maft. But that yoke has been long ago fhaken off; 
their manners are wholly changed, and, from the univerfality of 
their food, they hnye obtained^ in their own ceqatry language, 
the title of Pamphagones. 



CHAP. III. 
Tbt Firfi Province o/'Pamphagonia. 

FRIVIANDY, or Tight-bittia (that we may take the pro- 
vinces in their order), were it not for a temperament peculiar 
to the place, is rather of the hotteft to produce thofe who are pro- 
perly called good Trencher-men. Its utmoft point, which other 
Geographers call the Promontory of the Terra Auftralis, is of 
the fame latitude as the moft Southerly parts of CaAi]e, and it 
about forty-two degrees diAant from the Equator. The inha* 
tntants have curled hair and duiky complexions, and regard matt 
. the delicacy than the largenefs and number of their diihes. In 
this very promontory, which we (hall call the Black one from 
its colour (for it is a very fmoaky region, partly from tlie fTe«> 
quent vapours of the place, partly from its vicinity to the Terrii 
del Fogo, whidb, by the comhion confent of Geographers, lies on 
the right-hand of it, but rather nearer than they have placed it) 
it the city Lucina, whofe buildings are lofty, but apt to be fmoaky 
and off«n(ive to the fmell ; from whence a colony went, perhapt, 
as far as the Indies, where it remains to tliis day by the name of 
Cochin-China. 

Here is the famous temple of the great Deity Omaiius Qorgut, 
or G^rbelly. It is a vaft pile, and contains a thoufaod hearths, 
and as many altars, which are confbantly employed in the 
^ucal Fefiivals. In the midft is a high pyramid, as lofty as the 
hand of man can ere^ it, little inferior to thofe of Memphis. It 
is called the Cheminean Tower. This, rifing high, gives the 
iignal of ^^ar to the adjoining countries^ for, as we by Beacons 
lighted upon a high hill difcover the danger of an approaching 
enemy, fo thefe, on the contrary, do the fame by letting their 
fmoke ceafe a»d their fires go out : for, when the perpetUal" va- 
pour ccafes to roll forth in thi^k and dsgrk clouds of fmoke, it is

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t tbkfia &«t the HMobrians are drdwLag nearer, dum Whom timv 
can be no enemy more terrible to this nadon. There are feveqd 
fmaller towns, that lie under the dominion of thi^ fupreme city. 
Charbona is the largeft village, and, what is feldom feen elfe- 
where, lies all under ground. Upon its barren foil arifes an- 
other, though of lefs note, called Favillia. After thefe lies 
Tenaille, « narrow town, and Batillu, a broad one^ both con- 
fiderable. On the left are fome fubfervient petty hamlets, as 
AiTadora, Marmitta, Culliera, as ufeful for tlie reception of 
ftrangers, amongft which, that of Marmitta is watered by the 
river LiveDza s which, as is faid of a fountain in the Peak of 
Derby, boils over twice in four-and-twenty hours. 



CHAP. XV. 
iTf^ Second Province of Taufhagou tA. 

NE X T to this is the Golofinian diftri6t, the moft pleafant 
part of Pamphagonia, covered with Dates, Almonds, Figs, 
Olives, Pomegranates, Oranges, Citrons, and Piftachcs ; through 
which run the fmoothcft of ftreams, called the Oglium. Here is 
the beautiful city of Marzapane, with noble turrets glittering 
with gold, but lying too open to the enemy. Over it hang the 
Zuckcr hills, out of whofe bowels they draw fomething that is 
hard, white, and fparkling, but fweet as that moifture which the 
Ancients gathered out of the reeds which grew in Arabia and 
the Indies. You Ihall find few people here, who are grown up, 
but what have loft their teeth, and have ftinking breaths. Near 
to this is the litt^ city Sepladum, which admits of no tradefmen 
but Perfumers. It is a town of great commerce with the people 
of Viraginia,' efpecially the Locanians, who ufe to change their 
Looking-glafs with them for Oils and Paftils. The agreeable- 
nefs of the place, and the bounty of the Heavens., is favourable to 
their art ; for the whole track of land, at certain feafons, is co- 
vered with aromatic comfits, that fall like hail-ftones : which 
Anathumiafis I take to be eifentially the fame as that aeiial 
Honey which we often find upon our oaks, efpecially in the 
fpring, and that It diflfers only in thicknefs : for whereas that

the imeafe C0I4 of the middle region, and rebound in faUkg; 

C H A P. V. 
Cf tSit Third Province of PamPhagonia« 

Jl^ the fifty-fifth degree, we come into the plains of Lccania, 
and fo into the very heart of Pamphagonia, where the chief 
city we meet with is Cibinium, which is waflied ,with the acid 
ftreams of the river Aflagion. In the Forum, or market-place, 
is the tomb (as I conjefturc by the footfteps of fome letters now 
remaining} of Apicius, that famous Roman, not very beautiful^ 
but antique. It is engraved ujx>n the fiieil of a Sea-crab ; and it 
might happen, notwithftanding what Seneca fays, that this "fa- 
mous Epicure, after having fou^t for larger Shell-filh than the 
coails of Gallia could fupply him with, and then going in vain 
to Africa to make a farther enquiry, might hear forpe rumour 
concerning this coaft, fleer his courfe thither, and there dye of a 
furftit. But this I leave to the Criticks. Here 1 ihall only 
inention the moft fertile fields of Lardana and Offulia. The 
delicious fituation of Mortadella, the pleafanteft of places, had 
wonderfully delighted me, had it not been for the Salt-works 
which often approach too near it. There is an offenfive (linking 
town called Formagium, alias Buiterboxia, and Mantica a.bogW 
place near the confines of Ivronia. 

I haflen to the metropolis of the whole region, which, whetlier 
you refpeft the uniformity of the building, the manners of the 
people, or their way of living, their rules for behaviour, their 
law and jufticc, will lliew as much as if I were to defcend to 
mrticulars« 

CHAP. VI. 

Of the Metropolis o/*Pamphagonia, and the Cu fonts of the 
hihahitanis. 

THERE are but very few villages in this country, as well 
as in ibmc others j from whence a Traveller may conjec- 
turrg tliat tjie country- towns are devoured by the cities, which 



are 
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kH T0bt(<ftnknf'm pumber as thty are large amd populous $ of 
^lich the mother atfd goVemefs is called Artocteopolis. Th« 
report goes, that in ancient times there were two famous citiesi 
Artopolis aiid Creatiudiy which had many and long conteds about 
die fuperiority :' for fo it happens to places, as Well as n»en, that 
increlfe in power ; ini<»mach as the two moft flounfhing Dm* 
verfitics in the world* (to both of which I bear the rehtion of a 
Son, though I am more peculiarly obliged to one of them for rojr 
fcSucation), notvvithftandirtg they are (ifters, could not aUbun 
from fo ungratfeful a contention, ' 

• Artopolis boafted of its antiquity, and that it had flourifiicd in 
4^e Saturnian age, when it had as yet no rival. Creatium fet 
forth 'its own fplendour, pleafantnisfs, and power. At lail, a 
council being called, Creatium got the preference by the uni« 
verfal votes of the aflembly : for fuch is the iniquity of the 
timcsj that though the head be covered with grey hairs, yet no- 
thiiig is allowed to the reverence of Antiquity, wlx:n encountered 
by a proud and upftart Novelty. The other city is now fo fat 
iicglc£ted, that the ruids or footfteps of its magnificence att 
fcarce remaining, any more than of Verulam, as is moil elc* 
gantly fet forth by our noble Poet Spenfer in his vcrfes on that 
fubjeft; the latter ufurping the name of the other, as well ^ 
the other has now the double! title of Artocreopolis. The city 
IS m»re extcnfive than beautiful : it is fortified' with a large and 
^ep dit^h of running, water, which waihbs alnioft all thcSrccis^ 
wherein are a thoufandifeveral ponds for Fifh ; upon which fwia 
i>ucks, Oeefe,- Swans,, and all forts of Water-fowl, which bis 
beeri' wifely imitated by the people, of Augfl)Utg« This ditcli » 
called Graefl'a. There are two walls, wliofc materials were fur» 
nifhed by the Flefh-market ; for diey are made of Bones, tl^e 
larger ferving for the foundations, the lelfer for' the fupcrftnic* 
ture, whilft the fmallefl fill up what is wanting in the middle i 
being all cemented with the Whites of Eggs, by a wonderful 
artifice. The houfes are not very beautiful, nor built high after 
the tnanner of other cities ; fo tliat there is no- need of an Au- 
guftu^ to-reilrain the buildings to die h'^ght of feventy feet, ii 
vrii done at Rome ; nor is there room for a Seneca or Juvenal 
to complain of the multitude; of their ilairs and number of 
their' ftoriei."' 
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Th^y hiYt no ttgud for . Sttir-cafes ; ior indeMJ aqfteof tbt 
eitizens cure for tbem> pvrtly ixpm the txpubJe «if getting up 
fhem (efpeciaUy when» a9 they often do, th«y have dnink bear ti« 
iy) as much ;i8 for the danger of getting down again. Thci^ 
houfes are all covered with large bladehones, very neatly joined 
together. There are no free citizens admitted^ but fuch whoi^ 
employment has more iminedi;ite}y fome relation to the Table. 
Hu(bandmen> Sroitlis, Millers^ and Butchers, live in their cplo«> 
nieSf whoy when they have a Belly of an unwieldy bulk, are pro- 
moted to be BurgeiTes ; to wliich degree none were anciently 9id^ 
laicted but Cooks, Bakers, Vi^liualers, and the graveft Senators, 
who are cholen here, as in other places, not for their prudenc% 
riches, or length of beard ; but for their meafure, which thej^ 
mud come up to yearly if they will pretend to bear any office in 
the public. As any one grows in dimeniions, he rifes in ho- 
nour ; fo that I have feen fome who, from the meaneft and rnoil^ 
{contemptible village, have, for their merits, been promoted t# a 
more famous town, and at laft obtained the fcnatorial dignity in 
this moil celebrated city : and yet, when by fome difeafe (as h 
often happens), or by age, they have grown leaner than they are 
allowed to be by the Statutes, have loft their honour* toother 
with the bulk' of their carcafe. Their ilreets were paved with 
-poliihed Marble $ which feemed flrange amongil a people fo in- 
curious, both becaufe the workmanifaip was troublefome, an4 
^faere might be danger in its being ilippery. But the true reafoi^ 
of it was, that they might not be forced to lift their feet higher 
&an ordinary by the inequality of the pavement, and likewifc 
diat the chairs of the fenators might the more eafily be puihe^ 
forward : for they never go on foot, or on horfe-back, nor even ix^ 
a eoach, to the Exchange, or their public feafts, becaufe of their 
weight i but they are moved about in great e^y £lbow*chairty 
with four wheels to them, and continue fitting fo fixed, in thf 
£ime pofture, fnori]% and flabbering till they are wheeled homp 
«gun. 

At the four gates of this city, whofe form is circular, thei? 
fit in their turns as many fenators, who ara called Bufcadores. 
Thefe carefully examine all who come in and go out : thofeth^ 
go out, left they Ihould pref^ime by chance to do it fafting, which 
they can eafily judge of by the extent of tlieir bellies ; and, the 
matter being proved, they are fined in a double fupper : thofe 

■i tt^^t 
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d(i(t ^!*c in, to fee what they bring with them upon thcV re- 
turn I for they muft neither depart with empty ftomachs, not 
oome back with empty hands. Every month, according to the 
laws, which they unwillingly tranfgrefs, there' 'are dated Feafts, 
it which all the fenators are obliged to be prefent, that after 
dinner (for no peHbn can give his vote before he has dined) 
they may deliberate concerning the public afiairs. The name ol^ 
their Common-hall is P3rthanos-come ^ Every one knows hit' 
own feat, and liis conveniences of a clofe-ilool, and a couch to 
lepofe upon when the* heat of their wine and feafoned daintier 
incline them to it. Their greatefl delicacies are ferved up at the 
firft courfe ; for they think it foolifh not to eat the beft things 
with the greateft appetite : nor do they cut their Boars, 'Sheepy 
6oats# and Lambs, into joints, or quarters^ as commonly we do» 
but convey them whole to table, by the help of machines, as I 
remember to have read in Petronius Arbiter. They are fineable 
who rife before tlicy have fet fix hours ; for, when the edge ni 
their fiomach is blunted, they do, what they call, ** fk and pid- 
^ die."' They eat and drink fo leifurely, for the fame reaibn as 
the famous Eptoure of old wifhed that his neck were as long wf 
a Crane's. They meafure the feafonable time for tbeir departure 
after this method : they have a door to their Town*houfe, whicll 
18 wide enough for the largef): nun to enter when he is faftiog ; 
through this the guefts pafs ; and when any one would depart, 
if he (tops in this pa^iage, he is tntileil to go out at anod»er door ( 
but if it be as eafy as if he were failing, the M aibr of the Cere* 
monies makes him tarry till he comes to be of a (Ututable mag- 
nitude : after which example, WillfHd's needle in Belvoir Caftie t 
was a pleafant trial of Rom^n Catholic ianOitj* They have 
Gardens of many acres extent, bat not like tliofe of Adonis or 
Alcinoiis ; for nothing delightful is to be expend in dieoi, ncU 
ther order, nor regularity of walk, nor grafs-plots, nor variety of: 
^wers in die borders j^ but you will find all planted with Cab- 
bages, Turntpst Qarlick, and Mufic-melons, which were carried 
bence to Italy, and are in quantity fufficient to feail an hundred 
Pythagoreans. 

There is a public College, or HoffNital, whither they- are (ent 
who have got die Dropfy, Gout, or Afdima, by their eanng and

drinking; 
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drinking ; and there tliey are nouri/hed at the puhlic cjipence* 
As for fuch as have loft their teeth by their luxury, or broken 
^em by eating too greedily or incautiouily, they are provided 
lor in the Ifland of Sorbonia. All tlie richer fort have feveral 
lervants, in the nature of valTals, to cultivate their gardens^ and 
tie employed in inferior offices, who have their liberty when 
dicy can arrive at fuch a bulkinefs. If any of the Grandees 
of the country die of a furfeit, he is given, as being allmadtt 
t|p of the mod exquifite dainties, to he eaten up by his fer* 
yants ; and this they do that nothing ihould be loll that is fo de« 
licate. The men are thick and fat to a miracle,; nor will any 
one falute another, whofe chin does not come to the midfl 
of lus brcaftj and his paunch fall to his knees. The women 
are not unlike them, and in ihape refemble the Italians, and 
have brcafts like the Hottentots. They go almoft naked, having 
no i^gard to their garments. The magifbrates and perfons of 
better figure have gowns made of the fkins of fuch beads at 
they have eaten at one meal. All wear a knife, with a large 
^on, hanging upon their right-arm. Before their brcafts they 
wear a fnux)th (kin, inftead of a napkin, to receive what falls out 
of their mouths, and to wipe them upon occaiion ; which whe- 
ther it be more black or greafy, is hard to determine. 

They arc of a very (low apprchenfion, and no way fit for any 
Kcience ; but yet underftand fuch arts as they have occafion for. 
Their Schools arc Public-houfes, where they are educated in the 
fdences of Eating, Drinking, and Carving; over which, one 
Archifilenius,. an exquifite Epicure, was then Provoft, v/ho, in- 
ftead of Grammar, read fome Fragments of Apicius. Inftead of 
a Library, there is a public rcpofitory of Drinking-veffels, in 
which Cups of all orders and fizes are difpofed into certain 
clafles. Cups and Diflics are inftead of Books. The younger 
Scholars have Icfs, the elder have greater ; one has a Quart, the. 
otiier a Pottle, the other a Gallon j this hat a Hen, that a Goofe^ 
ft third a Lamb or a Porker : nor have they any liberty, or 
reccfs, till the whole is finiihed ; and if, by a feven years ftuf* 
fing, they arc 'no proficients in Fatnefs, are prefently baniflied 
into the Fancctic Iflands j nor are they fuffcred long to ftay there 
idle and v/ithout improvement. Hither likewife are fent all 
Phyficians who prefoibc a Qourfe of diet to any perfon. When 
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any one is fick, without rccourfe to -^fculapius, they make him 
eat Radifli, and ilrink warm Watsr ,* which, according tp CeUuSf 
will purge and vomit him. Venifon is that which they moft 
delight in ; but they never take it in Hunting, but by Nets and 
Gins. They look upon the Swine as the moft profitable and 
beft of all anityials > whether it is for the likenefs of its manners, 
as being good for nothing but the table, or elfe from its gro>*ing 
fat on the fuddeh with the worft of nutriment. It may not 
feem credible j yet parfimony appears in the midft of their pro- 
fufenels : but then it is very ill placed, for it is in Crumbs, 
Bones, and Crufls. They do not fo much as keep any Dogs, 
Cats, Hawks, or any thing that eats flefh. If any Perfon fufior 
meat to ftink, he is impaled ; but Venifon and Rabbits are to 
have the baut-gout : and then their Cheefe is kept till it is over- 
run with little Animals, which they devour with Muftard and 
Sugar. This is an odd fort of cuftom, derived from the Dutch. 

The country abounds with Rivers, which ebb and flow ac-* 
cording to their dig^ftion, and generally overflow at the begin- 
ning of January, and towards the end of February, and do mif- 
' chief to the neighbouring country.

Pafiphae fell in love with * 
natural Bull, and fo got a whimncal heir to the Cretan king* 
dom. But now, fince the Britons have brought the Frendt 
Muflirooms, Tiiifics, and Kicklhaws, into contempt, people 
begin to relinqui(h Fables, and come to folid Beef and fat Lin- 
colnfhire Oxen. Patroclus and Achilles of old delighted moft ia 
Chines, Barons, Ribs, and Surloins roafled ; and that not ^thovt 
Teafon, for they are excellent. Guy of Warwick regaled faim- 
felf with boiled Rumps, Buttocks, Flanks, and Briikets, not iefs 
admirable. There is no rcafon but to believe that Beef-fbeak^ 
when nicely broiled with the Gravy in them, may produce as 
good blood and vigorous fpirits as either of the former j feeing 
they, approaching neareft to the fire, the place of greateft danger, 
have confequently gained to themfelves the poft of honour.

To thefe 
patrons be owed his preferments of canon of Verdun and 

• John Armatid du Pleffis de Richlieu, the illuftrious ftatefman of 
France, was born Sept. 5^ i6&5>; obcained a difpeftiation for being made 
biihop of Lucon at the early age of %i } was dignified with the title of car- 
dinal in 1 622 } was prime minifter in 1624, and died in 1642. The hiftory 
of his life would be the hiftory of France. We fliall therefore only add^ 

.that, amid ft other qualiHcatJons, his various political treatifes demonilran 
hiin to have been an ablq writer ; he was alfo a poet, and, in the trut 
fpirit of that genus irritMif is faid to have envied Corneille the glory of 
his " Cid/* and to have obliged the French academy to publifh a cri* 
ticifm in 1637 to its difad vantage.

In 1689, being 
then mailer of arts, he was incorporated in the fame degree at 
Wadham college, Oxford. 06t. », 1692, he was inftalled in a 
prebend at Worcefter, by Bp. Stillingfleet, to whom he was 
domertic chaplain ; and whole recommendations, with thofe of 
Bp. Lloyd, obtained for him the honour of opening Mr. Boyle's 
famous le^urcs. In April 1694, he obtained the patent of keeper 
of the royal library; in 1700, was prefented to the maftcr- 
ihip of Trinity college ; was collated archdeacon of Ely, 
June 12, 1707; had a good benefice in that iiland ^ and was 
chaplain to queen Anne, as he had been to king William.

He had alfo a confiderablq 
tolle^on of mufkal milruments, which were fold for fodrfcoM 
pounds after his death; which happened in September 17149 
being upwards of threefcore yeara of age. The mufical el«b» 
alluded to by Dr. King, was kept up by Britton for many yean^ 
dt his own charges, at his own little cell.

Dr. John Freind was born, in 1675, at Croton in 
Northamptonlhiie, where his father was re£lor. He was fent to 
Weftminftcr-fchool, with his brother Robert, who Vfz% after- 
wards mafter of it. He was eleiSlcd to Chrift Church in 1690 j 
and, under the aufpiccs of Dean Aldrich, undertook, with an- 
other ftudent, to publiili two orations, one of ^fchines, the 
other of Demofthenes, whiqh were well received ; and was alfo 
prevailed upon to i£vife an edition of Ovid's Mctamorphofi;*, 
% wliich 
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«vhidi Dr. Be&tley fctercly veprdiendsi He w» ditt&v ofdi^ 
iftvMlies to Mr. Soyle ; n«l, ftp ^ great Critic, ** nirtt of th* 
. ^ iaine fize for leamtag mih tne late £dkor jof the ^opeaa 
•* Fables [Mr. Alfcjp]. If they can but make a tolerable copy 
^•of verfes, with two or three imall faults in it, they muft pre* 
/^fently fet up to be Authors." But, whatever may be dtoyght 
of thofe juvenile performances, in his profeflional capacity he was 
a mafterly writer. A^er having pubiifhed feveral carious me* 
<kical treatifcs, he was chofea prcteObr of chemiftry at Oxford 
|ni704; and tlie next year attended lord P^crborow on his 
Spanifh expedition; of which Dr. Freind publiihed an ac^ 
•count in 1707. He was created M. D. that year; in 17 12, 
'Was e]e6bd a Member of the Royal Society; and attended the 
4luke of Ormond that year into Flanders. After his return, he 
Yefided chiefly at London, and gave himielf up wholly to the 
<cares of his profeflion. He was ele6^ed a burgefa for Launceftou 
imiytzt and, bein? fufpe£led of having a hand in Layer's plot^ 
-was committed to The Tower, March 15, 1722-3, where he con* 
^nued a prifoner till the 21 ft of June following. Soon after he 
ohtaiaed his liberty, he was made phyiician to the prince of 
Wales ; and, upon that prince's acceUion to the crown, became 
{^hyikian to queen Caroline, who honoured him with a vaft ihaine 
of her conEdence and efteem. He did not enjoy this office 
Joi^; dying Jul)r 26, 1728, in his 5 id year. Their roajeflies, in 
connderation of his great merit, fettled a penfion upon his widow. 
His celebrated " Hiftory of Phyfic," the firft part of which was 
printed in 1725, was tranflated into Latin by Dr. Wigan, andi)ub-<- 
iUhed, witli the Latin works of Dr. Freind, at London, in K>lio^ 
2733. They were re-printed ac Paris, in 4to, 1^35*

thofe writers had been compared with Mr. Sterne.— Without the 
mod diftant intention either of " offering a fop to Cerberus V' 
or of degrading the abilities of Dr. Kenrick ; it is fubmitted tov 
the attentive Reader, whether our parallel be not the more faith- 
ful refemblance. Dr. King's mod flriking chara£teriflicks were, 
an inexliaudible fund of real wit, and an irony mod feverely 
poignant; talents which Dr. Kenrick poflcfTes in pcrfeftion. 
The former was properly a hon vivant, and had a heart fo 
exquiiitely convivial, that he was the delight of all with whom 
he aflbciated : in this point of view, the coroparifon will fcarcely 
be difputed. And even their poetry (admitting the remark of 
the Reviewer, " that it is caficr for a middling Poet in thefe 
•• days to make good rhymes, than it was formerly for a good 
" one"") is not unlike. Our Author, jn his " Art of Love," lik© 
the Writer, of the " Epidles," wilhcd rather, perhaps, to attach his 
readers by the power of his philofophy, than by tneTweetnefs of 
his poetry. Yet that many inftances might be produced, where 
x\itjenfe of both mud be allowed to be happily adorned with the 
mod judicious choice of rhjmey the flighted infpe^lion of the 
•♦ Orpheus and Eurytlice" of the one, or the " Moral Epidlcs" 
of tlic other, will plainly tedify. In their lighter ElTays, tlieir 
manner is dill more congenial : the fame concifenefs, the fame 
epigrammatic turn, is evidently confpicuous. And, to heighten 
the fimilarity, if Dr. King ventured boldly to enter the lids with 
Dr. BcntJey, Dr. Kenrick hath, not lefs daringly, waged literary 
war with a' modern Aridarchus, the*^judly celebrafed Author of 
The Rambler.
